CLOSE ON ACCOUNT 


OF COAL STRIKE 


London, March 4.—Factory after 


factory is closing down all over the 
United Kingdom, as the result of the 
coal stiike, and those responsible are 
simpl/ marking time, although it is 
expected that negotiations will soon 
bo resumed. The fight of the mmeis 
continues and over a million 
have 


ceased work, while upwards of 200,- 
000 othei workers are idle, owing to 
the stiike, and the number i§ in- 
creasing hourly. Coal-can ying ves- 
sels are lying in the harbor and coal 
boats have been dismissed, as 
the 
ships have been unable to obtain o 
cargo. 
Railroads are suffeung on 


account of the curtailment of ship- 
ments. One railroad has discontin- 
ued its service entirely. In isolated 
districts the strikers reluse to enter 
the mines to feed the ponies which 
were lett belovv and they lefuse 
to 


keep the workings clear.

General Orozca, Former Madero 


Leader, Now With Rebels 


--Americans in the 


Fray. 


El Paso, Texas, March 
4 —The 


first real battle of the levolt against 
President Madero was waged all day 
Sunday and last night for the posses- 
sion of Chihuahua City, the capital 
of the province of the same name, 
According 
to 
telegrams 
received 


here, the casualties are heavy. 
The battle showed a- new align- 


ment of leaders on both sides. 
Gen- 
eral Pascual Orozco, leader of Ma- 
dero's forces, led the rebel army, and 
General Villa, supposed to be a dyed- 
in-the-wool rebel, switched to the 
other side. 


Orozco and his force was in com- 


mand of the city and was attacked 
by Villa in the forenoon. 


After several hours' fighting Villa 


withdrew his forces, but renewed the 
attack in the afternoon 
At dusk 


firing ceased, but at 7 o'clock Villa 
again 
led 
an 
attack. 
Thirty-five 
persons were lulled in the first hour. 


General Salazar was notified by 


wire at Juarez of the lighting and 
the garrison w,as immediately sent to 
the relief of the rebels at Chihuahua. 


The .messages were received over 


the wires of the Mexican,Northwest-^ 
ern Railway, aa^he federal line,''com- 
monly -used for; commercial a^nd offic- 
ial messages, is interrupted. 


There was no intimation as to'liow 


serious the repoi ted fighting was, but 
the Juarez leaders received the im- 
pression that Villa's attack had been 
a surprise, and that Orozco if not de- 
feated, "was in immediate need of as- 
sistance 


Recently 
Hernandez, 
-with 
his 


command, was at Galego, about 37 
miles north of Chihuahua. Maximo 
Castillo, another rebel chieftain, with 
300 or 400 men, has been at Villa 
Ahumada, 90 miles north of Chihua- 
fiua. He, too, is said to be proceed- 
ing to join Oiozco. 


American and Mexican refugees in 
this city account for the report that 
Villa led the federal forces against 
the rebels with two explanations.

The lattei, he claims, 
sent word by special messenger, con- 
firming previous promises that he 
would "save his face" by a show of 
resistance and then join the anti-Ma- 
dero movement. 


It was pointed out, however, that 


this was before' Orozco's attitude, 
while suspected as disloyal to Madero 
really was known. 
If the rebels are 


defeated Villa may hope for the em- 
oluments recently resigned by Oroz- 
co. 


There was no lack of box cars in 
e* Juarez yards'when the movement 
to the south was decided upon.

Tien Tsin, March 4.—Mutiny and 


riot spread to this city last night 
from Pekin, and a reign of terror 
asted through the night. 


The foreign residents were not 


taken unawares, 
however, as they 


had expected such an outbreak and 
took measures to protect themselves. 


Although the foreign troops num- 


bered but 1,500 men, mostly German 
and English soldiers, they did valiant - 
service and kept 
the rabble away 


from the foreign quarters. 


Between 9 and 10 o'clock the sol- 
diers mutinied, set fire to a number 
of buildings and then began looting: 
from house to house. 


Shops and hanks in all the impor- 
tant streets were looted, and some of 
them were wrecked. 


In order to intimidate the populace 


the soldiers kept up'a continual gun. ' 
fire 
The rattle of musketry could 


be heard throughout the night. Only 
a few police remained loyal, and they 
•were outnumbered and powerless to 
suppress the disorders. 


No fewer than 14 lires were rag- 


ing simultanepusly in various j>arts

The total foreign forces now avail- 


able here are roughly speaking, 700 
British, chiefly of the Indian regi- 
ment, 500 Japanese 300 French,. 170 
Russions and Germans and 20 Am- 
ericans. 


It is believed it would require a 


minimum of 1,500 men to police the 
city effectively. This cannot be done, 
and therefore it is likely that the 
disorders will increase. 


Numerous executions took place in

I HEALTH HINT FOR TODAY.! 


Chew Your Milk Toast. 


There is a popular impression 


tbi;t foods prepared iu a soft, 
wet way, such as toast dipped in 
coffee, are more easily digested 
than if taken dry. It is also sup- 
posed that, as they require less 
chewing, they may be swallowed 
immediately and therefore much 
valuable time may be saved. 
Even the more tender cuts of 
meat 
are selected, not that 


they contain sufficient additional 
nourishment to warrant paying 
the higher price, but because 
they require less chewing. The 
busy man takes kindly to this 
custom, as it enables him to eat 
more rapidly. Tbe impression is 
an erroneous one. however, says 
a Detroit physician, aud this 
method of taking food is wrong. 
The first aud most important 
step in the process of digestion 
takes place in the mouth. It con- 
sists of properly masticating and 
thoroughly mixing with saliva 
every particle of food, liquid or 
solid, wet or dry. before swal- 
lowing. This procedure requires 
pleuty of time, but it is absolute- 
ly necessary to facilitate the fur- 
ther process of digestion in the 
stomach :md intc.stiues. There is 
always :\ tendency to bolt "pap- 
py preparations" or at least 
swallow them without sufficient 
mastication, and thus their sub- 
sequent diaesfion 
is icndcrcd 


more difficult. Hence this is not 
a desirable way to prepare food. 
For similar reasons the habit of 
washing down food with large 
and frequent strips of water 
should be avoided.

To make their work as comprehen- 


sive as possible the Committee mem- 
bers divide their attention, each one 
specializing, except Pastor Russell, 
who generalizes, and joins in the com- 
parison of notes. 
We report Pastor 


Russell's discourse of today, from the 
text which he said referred directly 
to the Great Pyramid located near this 
city: "In that day there shall be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst of the 
land of Egypt * * * for a sign and 
for a witness." (Isaiah xix, 19, 20.) 
Not only did God mention prophetically 
the great pyramid In Isaiah, but also 
in Jeremiah xxxii. 20. where we read 
that "He set signs and wonders in the 
land of Egypt, even unto this day." 
It is intensely interesting to visit 


this land of the Pharaohs, at one time 
so intimately associated with God's 
"chosen people"—Abraham, Isaac, Ja- 
cob, 
Joseph and his brethren. 
It is 


interesting ,to Imagine ourselves back 
at the period of the Exodus of the 
Israelites, to note the place where the 
Israelites probably crossed the tongue 
of the .Red Sea upon the sandbar made 
bare by a strong wind. It was Inter- 
esting to visit what the Arabs still des-, 
igna'te the "Wells of Moses," and to 
note that they are still brackish or bit- 
ter springs. "Waters of Marah." 


But to m« the most Interesting thing 


in this ancient land is the Great Pyra- 
mid referred to in our text. Its .loca- 
tion is remarkable, and its size centu- 
ries ago marked it as one of the Seven 
Wonders of the world—a building cov- 
ering nearly thirteen acres. Its scien- 
tific lessons brought forth during the 
past fifty years by astronomers and 
other scientists are still more wonder- 
ful, but most wonderful of all to me 
are its prophetic teachings, first brought 
to our a'ttention by Prof. Piazzi Smyth, 
Astronomer Royal for Scotland, and 
others. 


The Pyramid is located on an ele- 


vated, level plain overlooking the riv- 
er Nile. Peculiarly, the delta of the 
Nile forms a sea coast, which in shape 
is a true quarter circle, with the Great 
Pyramid marking the center angle. 
This was discovered by Mr. Mitchell, 
of the United States Coast Survey, in 
18CS. He observed the regularity of 
the curvature around the whole of 
Egypt's northern coast, and. seeking 
the explanation, found that the fan- 
like delta started from the Pyramid; 
and ho exclaimed. "That stone wit- 
ness is in a more important physical 
situation than any other building erect- 
ed by man." This flts Isaiah's descrip- 
tion. "An altar in the midst of the 
land of Egypt, a pillar at the border 
thereof." 


Soma Scientific Lessons. 


I must not attempt here a presenta- 


tion of the scientific details of this 
great Monument which is now speak- 
ing to the world, both on scientific 
and religious subjects. 
1 can only 


hope to arouse sufficient interest to 
lead you. my hearers, to read the par- 
ticulars. I will merely offer some sug- 
gestions by way of bringing your cu- 
riosity to the point of investigation. 


Scientists tell us that the measure- 


ment of its base on the four sides, at 
the level of its sockets, when added, 
gives as many pyramid cubits as there 
are days in four years, to the fraction 
—Including the leap-year fraction. The 
diagonal measurements across 
the 


base, N. E. to S. W.. and N. W. to 
S. B., give as many inches as there 
are years in the processional cycle of 
the stars. This cycle astronomers had 
already concluded to be 2o,827 years. 
and the Pyramid corroborates the con- 
clusion. The distance to the sun is 
indicated by the height and angle of 
the Pyramid 'to be 91,840,270 miles. 
Much almost exactly corresponds with 
the latest figures reached by astrono- 
mers.

Sin's Downward Course. 


Prof. Smyth tells us "that he finds, 


astronomically, that the Pyramid was 
built in 2170 B. C. He tells us that at 
that particular time the Dragon star, 
the personification of evilr was in line 
with its Descending Passage. The in- 
ference is plain when once we per- 
ceive that the Pyramid pictures the 
history of the world.

But while the Grand Gallery as a

Brighter and Better Things. 


Centuries ago an Arabian Caliph, Al 


Mamoun, believing the Pyramid to 
contain great wealth, spent a tortune 
in digging into its interior, not know- 
ing of its Entrance Passage, which 
at that time may have been covered 
with the casing stones. 
He finally 


reached the Downward Passageway, 
but behold, the strenuous labors of his 
workmen dislodged a stone in the roof 
of the Downward Passage, and show- 
ed an Upward Passage, left concealed 
when building the Pyramid. 


Al Mamouii's men found that Up- 


ward Passage blocked with a large 
granite block which they were unable 
to dislodge; and it is still there. Eager 
for treasure, they worked their way 
around it and found above it an 
Ascending Passage of about the same 
height as the Descending Passage, 
which ends in what is known as the 
Grand Gallery. It has the same steep 
grade as the Ascending Passage. It 
is narrow at the base, but wider high- 
er up, and seven times as lofty as the 
Ascending Passage. 


The interior of the walls of these 


passages is of creamy marble or lime- 
stone, and the Grand Gallery has sev- 
en overlappiugs on each of its side 
walls, and both the lower,' and end 
walls overhang. At its upper end is a 
low Passage into what is known as 
the Ante-Chamber. Through another 
low Passage we enter what is known 
as the King's Chamber. At the junc- 
ture of the low Ascending Passage 
with the Grand Gallery, is a level 
Passage which leads off to what is 
known as the Queen's Chamber, di 
rectly under the King's Chamber. 


Thus the low Ascending Passage 


the low Horizontal Passage, and the 
floor of the Grand Gallery, all come 
together at one point, and there we 
find what is known as the Well, an 
irregular Passage which leads down 
ward and connects with the Down

Sym- 
bolically, it says, ,It is not sufficient 
that you have a desire for Godliness, 
and faith in Jesus, and a desire to be 
taught of Him; you cannot go further 
unless you make a full surrender to 
Cod—unless you bow to the Divine will 
absolutely, in consecration to God of 
your all. 
And here another lesson is taught, 


for ..the moment the pupil bows under 
;he Granite obstruction he begins to 
tread ou the same Granite floor which 
:onstitutes the floor of the King's 
hamber. The lesson seems to be that 


from the moment of full consecration 
the disciple of Christ is begotten of 
the Holy Spirit to the divine nature, 
symbolized by the Granite. His new 
standing thus declares him in Scrip- 
tural language a New Creature. 


The passage leading from the Ante- 


Chamber to the King's Chamber is 
just as low as the Granite obstruction, 
which seems to say that as the one 
represents a condition of death of tho 
will, the other represents actual death 
—only by actual death could our Sa-
